bilt sells out government securities for the 
purpose of realizing money for Wall stroot 
gambling is not without significance. He sold

Tho Corciin Revolution. 


., The revolution in Oorea had not only 


its political bearings, but itn dramatic in- 
cidents, which would bo startling were 
they properly wrought into the texture 
o£ a pluy. The recent changes have been 
caused by the progressists,' who became 
powerful at the royal court, and ob- 
tained the consent of tho Kiii^ and 
Queen to the foreign intercourse, 'hostil- 
ity to which has, from distant times, 
made Corea a hermit among the nations. 
Tlic.se changes were bitterly opposed hy 
the old C'oreun party of isolation t i l l un- 
expected occurences made a revolutinn 
possible. 
The most immediate cause o{ 


the outbreak, as we learn from our 
Japan exchanges, was the failure to 
supply the troops at .Seoul, of whom 
there are 5,700, with suitable 1'ood. They 
had been severely drilled, and for some 
time had been supplied hy the (!ovuni- 
inent with weevily rice. Then: was a 
mutinous feeling in consequence, and the 
troops .secretly sent four of their number, 
who made an attack on the rice godowns 
which held the food. 
The soldiers were 


arrested and received long terms of im- 
prisonment. The distress and excite- 
ment among the troops increased. 
They 


sent to In \ tiretsu, who is at the head of 
nfiaiw, asking relief, and 
receiving n» 


reply, appealed to the Cabinet witli the 
same result. In a state ot exasperation, 
tho soldiers went to the residence oi: the 
old Prince, Tai-on-Kuu, and complained 
bitterly of tho treatment they had re- 
ceived. 


Tho Tni-ou-Kun, who had been Ions- 


scheming against the progressists, found 
an instrument ready to his har.d. lie 
received thc.solcliors kindly, praised their 
valor, and made them swear to obey his 
orders. 
He then instructed them to 


rush on the parade-ground on a certain 
day, attack the Japanese Legation nnd 
storm the house of Ben Yeiyo K'u, one of 
the King's Privy Counselors, and k i l l hi:; 
whole family. 
Then they were directed 


to invest tho King's palace nnd loudly 
cry, "Bring out the Queen I" 
"I shall 


be in the palace, before you," said the 
arch traitor, "and shall manage things as 
I think best." On the 18th of July he 
visited the palace, complained of the 
neglect of the army and severely re- 
proached the Ministry. The insurrec- 
tion began, as agreed, on the 2:jrd of 
July. 
The soldiers joiued their forces 


with the mob, burned the Japanese Le- 
gation, and invested.the palace, howling 
for the Queen. 
Tai-on-Ivttn VIM within. 


He persuaded the King to take refuge in 
the JRoyal Guard's quarters in the inner 
castle, then went to tho Queen's house 
and pretended to make sonic arrange- 
ments for her safety. The eunuchs and 
court ladies were in .the meantime panie- 
.etrieken at the hurling arrows, the clash 
of 
swords 
and 
the 
yells 
of 


t'fle 
assailants, -who 
kept 
shouting-, 


"Where is the Queen?" Tai-on-Kuii 
persuaded the Queen, who was lying 
on the floor, stupefied with fear and an" 
gor, 
that death wore better than exposure 


to the insults of the rabble. Thus urged 
she took from his hand a cup of poison, 
of which she drank a part herself, and 
gave the rest to the wife of the heir ail- 
parent, a child of eleven years, 
Death 


quickly ensued, llarely has a political 
incident been more dramatic and Orien- 
tal. 
Bin Yeiyo Ku was absent from his 


house 
when the rioters 
attacked it, 


mourning for his mother, recently de- 
ceased. 
They killed his fatherj and 


when he went to the palace and gained 
access to the King, he was advised to 
reach the coast as soonas possible, and go 
to Japan for assistance. He 
left the 


palace with three councilors, and after a 
conference at a farmer's house, it was 
agreed that one of them, named Boku 
Qihel, should undertake the proposed 
mission. 


Ths Japanese residence was n .('rail 


building surrounded by a mud wall. On 
the afternoon of the 23d they were no- 
tified that an attack on tho Legation was 
meditated. 
The. inmates, numbering 


twenty-five, prepared for defense. 
Later 


in the day word was brought that some 
students of .the Corean language had 
been attacked by natives, and some po- 
licemen were scut to their aid. Nothing 
more was heard of them, but shortly af- 
terward the residence was attacked by 
the mob, and fire spread to it from an 
adjoining building fired by the mob 
There was no alternative now- but to es 
cape the best way they could. About 
midnight they suddenly opened the gates 
and rushed put in a body, using their 
swords and pistols freely,'and finally cut 
their way through .the mob. 
They 


visited the police station and the palace, 
but could not gain admission to either 
place. 
They then went to Oensan, a 


town not far distant from Seoul, where 
they were admitted to a house and al- 
lowed to dry their clothes, but being 
soon surrounded by a mob, which had 
probably heard of the riot at Seoul, they 
were obliged to make their way to the 
seaside, where they at last arrived, after 
having four of their number killed and 
several wounded. 


Those two accounts, one derived from 


a member of tho Corean Privy Council, 
and the other from the escaped Japanese 
Legation, embodied most of the facts of 
importance 
regarding the revolution. 


There is no communication with Seoul, 
and it is not kuowu-whethcr the King is 
still alive. He is amari:of some sensibil- 
itv. 
According to' 'Boku.-r.Gihel he wept 


when he heard of - the-->miirder of Bin's 
father.

aesthetic shades of Wall street. 
It was 


about 2 o'clock in the afternoon when he 
brought his charming charge downtown. 
Oscar looked his sweetest. Finest black 
broadcloth wrapped a form pleasantly 
suggestive of corsets, and a tall, shiny 
stovepipe sat with an exquisite grace 
just above a delicate ear. The flowing 
tresses of the philosopher were fresh 
from the oil jar, and rainbow stocking 
tucked into dapper knee-breeches were 
the only drawbacks tp the pretty picture 
as Oscar himself most delights to snow it. 
To say that Oscar's appearance in Wall 
street created a sensation .is scarcely to 
do tho great man justice. Business came 
suddenly to a standstill. 
A brass band 


at a country fair never wrought more 
startling effects. 
About 1,000 messen- 


ger hoys are employed in Wall street. 
Each and every one of the thousand for- 
got the urgent errands upon which they 
had been sent into the streets on the fly. 
They crowded close around the aesthete, 
and did him honor after a fashion that 
brought new horrors to his sensitive na- 
ture aud affecting blushes to his cleanly 
cheek. Mr. Burras began to grow un- 
happy, and rushed his philosophic friend 
into the Stock Exchange. The Hood- 
lums followed. 
Exchange rules counted 


.for nothing, and the very bad little boys 
raade the hallways and galleries of the 
change ring with their enthusiasm. 
The 


brokers caught sight of Burras, and his 
companion was recognized. Then there 
arose a shout which was a tempest, com- 
pared with which the cries and hootings 
of the messenger boys were but as pleas- 
ing munnurings. Mr. Wilde remarked 
to Mr Burras that he was quite ready to 
move along. He had seen enough, and 
more than enough. Tiie crowds grew 
bigger, and the cries grew louder. 
A 


hundred brokers stood at tiie foot of the 
main stairway ready for a concerted rush 
whereby to get Oscar on the "floor." 
An 


interesting, if not polite programme had 
been arranged. Tho philosopher was to 
be hazed after the most approved Stoek- 
Exchnnge style, and the bulls and bears 
were gloating over tho prospect of soon 
sending their visitor forth to tho world, 
hatless, coatlesa, and in a generally di- 
lapidated condition. 
But Burras discov- 


ered the scheme. From experience he 
well knew what was on hand, and quick- 
ly making a flank movement, he hurried 
his shapely charge, down a back stair way. 
Secretary White and Assistant-Secretary 
Burnham ventured into the hall, attract- 
ed by tho hubbub, and Oscar tumbled 
headlong into both o.'licors, more to their 
astonishment, however, than to their 
bodily hurt. lie was quite as 'anxious 
as was Burras to make a hasty retreat. 
Out through u side room into Broad 
street the fugitive shot. 
The brokers 


were sadly disappointed, so were the 
Bicsscnger boys. Broker Burras hastily 
hired a cab. nod Oscar was whirled over 
the cobble-stones of a side street up-towu.

'J'o the Editor: 


In your issue of last evening I notice 


you say that a few years ago I gave nn 
exhibition for the benefit of the asylum 
for the blind/but allow mo to correct you. 
The facts are simply these: 


On the 7th of October, 1374, my agent, 


Mr. C. T. Kimball, advertised an exhibi- 
tion in this city witli the express under- 
standing that all money received abovo 
the amount necessary to defray tho ex- 
peases of giving the exhibition, was to 
bo used for the special benefit of the 
asylum for the blind. After the offer was 
made and the performance given, and a 
handsome sum realized therefrom, nei- 
ther the aid I offered nor the exhibition 
I gave, was recognized by any one con- 
nected with the affairs of tho institute, 
either by word or letter, and from that 
day to this the subject has not been men- 
tioned to me.
